It is the common impression that 
the men who are seeing service at the 
front with the non -combatant medical 
units are In little danger of meeting 
with serious injury or wtih death !n 
the discharge of their duties. How 
little ground there Is for such state- 
ments and with just what difficulties 
and dangers the stretcher-bearers of 
the various field ambulances are con- 
fronted Is pointed out in a striking 
munnor in letters which have been re- 
ceived from McOUl men who are mem- 
bers of No. 9 Field Ambulunce. which 
left here last spring and has now been 
at the front for some months. 

Pte. Harry 11. Hart, Arts '16. of No. 
9 Ambulance, tells In a most Interest- 
ing manner his experiences during the 
recent operations on the Somme front 
In a letter received a few days ago by 
his father, Rev. Dr. K. I. Hart, su- 
perintendent of the Methodist Union 
of Montreal: 

"Since writing my last letter home 
we have been through another inferno 

of shell and bombardment, on Friday 
night last we went to our bunks ex- 
pecting to be culled out early to go 
up the line. About two-thirty o'clock 
we were awakened and given orders 
to get ready. In the darkness of our 
dug-out we groped about for water* 
bottles, gas-helmets, medical paniers, 
and with bully beet and biscuits in 
our pockets set out along the chalk 
road on either side of which was a 
Wilderness of shell-holes and battered 
trenches? A cold drizzle of rain made 
the roads and paths slippery, but ns 
we marched we grew warmer ami soon 
reached the rid«c where the amlm- 
lanees take on the stretcher cases. 
Scpiad by sipiad we stretche rbearers 
trudged to our posts. Our section,' 
composed of nine section squads, with 
four men for each squad, conveyed the 
Wounded to the main road, a mile 
away, on trucks which were pushed 
up a one-track line. On each truck 
were placed three or. four stretcher 
cases. Returning, the empty trucks 
were lifted off tho track us u loaded 
one approached from the other direc- 
tion. We made not less than ten 
trips a night under continuous shell 
fire, During Hie night the wounded 
streamed in from the trenches, and the 
shell fire was the worst. Shrapnel 
shell flew In all directions. We made 
trip after trip until we almost drop- 
ped. Our rations for the twenty-four 
hours, nlven us before we left our 
dressing stations, consisted of three 
hard-tack biscuits and a tin of bully 
beef. Someone was good enough to 
remove my bully beef out of my groat 
coal pocket, but some of the other 
fellows were kind enough to give me a 
few pieces out of their tins. I had n 
few malted milk tablets in my pockets. 
There are few things of more value 
when you have to work under great 
t train. 

Suffered Casualties. 

Our unit did not come out of this 
unscathed. Boh Mountain had his 
rlKht arm broken by a Bnlper's bullet 
while searching for wounded out In 
the open, and . unprotected by tho 
Penches. He got his "bllghty." No 
more war for him for nwhile. One of 
our sergean/s was hit by u shell Whloh 
burst In the trench In which he was 
standing, killing one infantry man and 
wounding another. One of our so - 
lion squads was put riwht out of busi- 
nesT while pushing a truck over a re- 
serve trench by a bursting shell which 
killed one chap (Fraser, a fine fel- 
I >w), Instantly, wounding two ofhets 
(one was F Armstrong), while the 
f-nirth wns blown three yards off and 
badly bruised. We all have had nar- 
row shaves from bursting shells. At 
Inst nearly dead-beat, we were reliev- 
ta, marched bock to our German du;- 
onts and collected out kit. Then v e 
boarded a motor lorry, which carried 
up bock about six miles to the big 
French town, on the outskirts of wh.c.i 
stood our tent. We were given tw> 
blanket*, each, and believe me, before 
many seconds we were fast asleep. W? 
expect to go up again into the battle 
In a day or so. This Is Sunday, Isn't 
It? One day is so much like anot'.ic. -, 
full of work and excitement that we 
find It difficult to remember what day 

rf is. 

"September 22nd. 
"On Monday night we were sent up 
again on an emergency call. As the 
Major told us we would only he a few 
hours, I left my haversack, mess tins 
and blankets in the bunk. It was 
raining when we set out. When we 
arrived at our Oerman dug-outs where 
our main dressing station is situated, 
we were told to wait for further or- 
ders. Cliff (Holland), and 1 found on-? 
dirty, domp blanket, ond bunked to- 
gether-shared it! In our wet over- 
coats we were chilly. 1 sucked pep- 
permints to keep from coughing too 
much. In the early morning we re. 
lleved the squad who were up to th-ir 
knees In mud. They looked nbout nil 
in. Mini; It was awful. The truck 
line which we had worked a day or so 
before could hardly be seen for mud. 
We wallnwed, slipped and fell In it. 
Our feet were as heavy ns lead, ami as 
eld as icicles. All day long until

Many im- 
portant details will be brought up for discussion at to-day's meeting 
and the announcements given out will be of interest to every one at 
McGill. 

And a word concerning Sports Day itself. It is the duty of 
every student at McGill to render all support in his power to further 
the success of this annual college function. There are certainly 
many men in the University who are able to enter one or more events 
and they should do so. The training necessary to put oneself in 
shape to participate is an excellent thing for any man; the friendly 
rivalry worked up between the competitors; the satisfaction there 
is in winning or making another man exert himself to the utmost to 
come ahead of you, is something which will prove of practical bene- 
fit in more ways than one.

THE STUDY OP LAW. 

It is said that comparatively few graduates of law, in propor- 
tion to the large number which follow such a course, become prac- 
ticing lawyers; this is true to a greater extent in the other provinces 
and in the United States than it is here in Quebec. In fact, it is well 
known that of those who complete the law course of a large Western 
American College, only about fifteen per cent follow it as a profes- 
sion, while the remaining eighty-five per cent, take up other occu- 
pations. Every day the need of a general knowledge is becoming 
felt, and the mechanic in the shop, or the man in business needs it as 
much as the judge upon the bench. The number who study law for 
i the educational training it affords, will increase to a greater extent 
in the future as the advantages of the law as a liberal educator be- 
come known. 

Apart from its technicality of procedure no study affords a 
greater liberalizing influence than that of law. No subject is broader, 
for in it are embraced all the relationships which form the elements 
in which men live. It has crystallized the results of centuries of 
human experience, and is essentially an analysis of human nature in 
all its manifestations. It is really the study of mankind. 

Especially here in Canada is a knowledge of law necessary. We 
of the Dominion have been called upon to face problems and cope 
with influences as varied as they could possibly be. Allowed a free 
hand in the management of our own affairs, we Canadians have been 
obliged to eare for ourselves, and in addition are called upon to un- 
derstand and protect other peoples who have sought the shores of 
this country for an existence made almost impossible in their own; 
■we have been forced to discover the relationships in which other 
people stand toward us and themselves, and to condense and codify 
these things into a system of law. Different nationalities have 
flooded our cities and towns, giving rise to peculiar problems, and 
the man who understands law will know just how to understand 
such people. 

With the growth of industrial development has come new ques- 
tions, both social and economic, which must be dealt with by those 
who are behind the industrial life of our country. A trained ability 
to recognize the relations of our economic life that are being woven 
into society is necessary, if progress is to be steady and continued, 
and all this calls for popular education in law. The manager of a 
large wholesale importing company is often called upon to make a 
quick decision in order to take advantage of an offer made him, and 
the making or non-making of that decision is half accom- 
plished if h<- knows what side of the law he is on. The Engineer may 
often find himself standing up for what he considers his rights, and 
if he is not sure of his ground may discover himself as the main fig- 
ure in an action for damages. The same is true of practically any 
occupation which one can follow. Law must, it seems, of necessity, 
he the liberal educator of our people.

"The unique charm of Pepye's 

Diary," W . II. Hudson says In his es- 
say on I'cpy* in "Idle Hours In a Li- 
brary." "lies very largely in the frank- 
ness, the naivete, the unsophisticated 
directness of its record; It Is, as I in- 
sisted, really and truly what other 
chronicles of the kind have been sim- 
ply in name, a 'journal intime.' . . . 
And let me ask you not to judge too 
hnrshly of the man into whose exist- 
ence we hsvve thus ventured to pry. 
Remember that we have been privi- 
leged In his case to push aside the 
curtain which men habitually keep 
carefully drawn across the penetralia 
of their lives; that wo have caught 
him often enough at unfair advantage 
and in a light fiercer Ihan that which, 
Tennyson says, beats upon a throne, 
blackening every blot. At any rate, I 
for my own part, see no reason why, 
as we lay his diary aside, we should 
indulge in platitudes of criticism — 
still less, why we should console our- 
selves with the flattering thought of 
moral superiority. I'cpys whs not a 
great man It is true; he was often 
weak, often foolish; the temptations 
of this world again anil again proved 
proved too much for him; at many 
important points his theory and prac- 
tice of life were alike unsound. But it 
might be well perhaps, before we un- 
dertake to throw stones at his glass 
house, to look n little carefully Into 
the vitreous mansion in which we our- 
selves dwell. And If you nnd I were 
forced to lay bare, as he has done for 
himself, the secret thoughts and feel- 
ings, the passing fancies, the unspok- 
en desires, the foibles nnd failures of 
our everyday existence. I wonder how 
many of us would see reason to be 
proud of the revelation so made. O my 
brothers, let us be humble and charit- 
able! Humility and charity nre ex- 
cellent things; and humility and char- 
ity, I confess, I find constantly forced 
upon me whenever I dip, for an hour's 
genuine amusement, into the Diary of 
old Samuel Pepys."

The rule is expected (o prove a boon 
to .student followers of the elevens, 
giving th.rn an opportunity to gel bet- 
ler acajminted with the abilities of the 
team and lo recognize the players 
when they see them on the field at 
the various games. It is also expected 
to increase greatly the already large 
Interest In football In the student body 
and outside the campus. 



"'TIs very nice this a.m., after the 
rain. Wo had a few hours' rain, and 
it has Just finished, making things 
look and feel quite pleusant. We are 
so glad when it finishes — this raining 
— not for our own sakes in particular, 
but for the poor lads who stand en- 
during so mu«h in the trenches. We 
had quite a busy time dressing their 
wet feet after such a period of wet 
weather. 

"I think all the boys were fortun- 
ate enough to see the letter, contain- 
ing such a welcome message, which 
you sent along. The men do certain- 
ly appreciate the letters from home 
and friends, and now is the time for 
sending the letter in due season. We 
many times do sit and talk about Col- 
lege, about the times we had there. 
Was only making a boast myself last 
p.m.. to Armstrong, of the fact that I 
had thus far escaped from having my 
bed upset, or what the boys common- 
ly term 'bumped.' After all, it Is this 
occasional outburst of "devilment' that 
impresses the mind with sweet mem- 
ories that linger long In the mind. I 
suppose there will be quite a number 
of new faces next year. May God 
grant us all the Joy and privilege of 
meeting them in the near future. 

"No doubt you have some good idea 
of the experiences we have passed 
through thus far. Many quite thrill- 
ing and excitable. Have received the 
I 'Baptism of Fire' which I trust will 
loosen our tongues in such manner us 
I to make of us good men on the plat- 
form or at the pulpit. It certainly is 
most impressive as one goes through 
l the various phases of this life. f 
i would like to take you in imagination 
along with us on a night search 
through the trenches looking for the 
poor men who lie wounded and wait- 
ing for us. What Joy is theirs when 
they see the ambulance men and the 
stretchers. 

•'I remember one night after furi- 
ous fighting, how we found It neces- 
sary to go right into the trenches and 
steal away the men who had not been 
reached. Just at sunset In the quiet 
of evening, we started out on the 
business. Continually tho German 
Star shells were going up and lighting 
all around. Having gone so far you 
would have thought us crying, for tho 
tears rolled down our faces and we 
knew not why — apart from this con- 
jecture — that It was caused by the 
smoke from the powder and shells. 
Later we learned it was the 'tear-gas,' 
emanating from certain shells fired by 
'Fritz' for the main purpose of troub- 
ling us In tho business. It Is most un- 
pleasant and painful In Its effects, and 
for this reason we are provided with a 
certain kind of goggles. 

"Yet still on we go, nnd then over 
comes the death-dealing shell. It 

moans — screams — then a B ! the 

earth flies all over the place for many 
yards. Then up again and going. Oc- 
casionally one hears the whispering of 
men in a working party who pass si- 
lently along on the way to trenches to 
build the broken parapets. Then one 
hears the 'typewriter' — the pom-pom 
of the machine gun. Up goes another 
few star-shells — down We drop while 
Fritz looks around, then wait for the 
shells he may send— then we go. At 
last we enter the trenches. Here, 
climbing, crawling, stooping and whis- 
pering for the first man to go steady 
lest we lose communication (It being 
so easy to get lost here), we go on and 
on— the perspiration snaking us as 
though It were a Turkish bath we en- 
Joyed. We pass men standing In 
readiness with bayonets all shining In 
the starlight. They direct us occasion- 
ally to certain dug-outs or a dressing 
station. 

"Finally the place, is reached — our 
destination Is here, and we get our 
men. All ceremony Huch as Is given 
and necessary at normal times, such 
as 'lift -stretcher' and 'lower-stretcher' 
—all this Is forgotten, and the main 
thing is that we get away with our 
man. Again a similar process goes on 
in getting hack to the dressing sta- 
tion. Thus you see our work Is corn- 
pored of searching anil general as- 
sistance to the doctors In the stations. 
Probably you have heard of the two 
casualties we have had — a doctor and 
his batman— killed during fierce bom- 
bardment. 

The dug-out is a peculiar looking 
place, reminding out of a vault or the 
hltling places of some haunted or 
hunted Christian of the past. We have 
much to be thankful for, In the pro- 
tection and preservation of Providence, 
In spite of dangerous udventures. 

"I am thankful to Bay we are all 
well, and I believe all happy. What 
Joy t'ces come to men, when they try 
to take an honest share of the ratio, is. 
- -'he Empire's burdens. God hasten 
the close of this terrible trial, out of 
which we shah come, I hope, a purged 
people, anil mure ready and able tc 
appreciate the order for pouce, for 
which men now crave, while surround- 
ed by such bloody chaos. 

"Yet M I mentioned in othe.- letters, 
it Is not all Hell after all. Truly the 
'Hell' ia a term without exaggeration 
—when used to define this experlcice 
or cot.diticr, yet one can see muns of 
belter things, loo, at times, end can pet 
an occasional glimpse of ihe 'xisi?;ice 
of a l lighter Mate amongst Hum, To 
witness die bravery, the noblo self- 
sacri.'ice, the uncnmplainin ; spirit 
that endures, In Inconveniences and 
privations „f warfare, Is to wit ne.» the 
presence of a nobler side to men — ihe 
presence of something heavenly, .'n- 
gelic! Oh, I have seen men go into 
the trenches, Into their death-traps, 
with a song on their lips, emiUm; til 
death. 

"How enrouraging the reports nr» 
from the eastern front, wlii-li will 
make dedded cbnnfces In the outlook. 
We receive favorable reports regaril- 
l Ing the western sphere, too, un i I aui 
thinking the time Is near for the final, 
the smashing death-blow. God hiuten 
Ihe close of this conflict, and the wey 
men learn to utilize for the good of 
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mm scraps

Writer in the Canadian Oaiette 
Points to Work Being Carried 
on at Boulogne. 

The following extract is borrowed 
from an article entitled "Snapshots 
from the Front," by P. A. II., in the 
Canadian Gazette of March 23rd. 

"The Triumph of McGill Next, 

McGill in its new quarters. Instead of 
the tents ami huts of Camicres, we 
have the spacious if rambling quar- 
ters and grounds of an old Jesuit col- 
lege. In the early days of the war, it 
was the Meerut Hospital for the In- 
dian soldiers of the King; now it is 
one of the homes of Canada In the 
war area. A great change from the 
tented spaces of Camieres, and a great 
Undertaking the removal. Already 
Colonel H. S. Blrkett, O.C., and Lleut.- 
Colonel Elder, can point to a fine 
achievement, to be crowned a month 
hence when the 1,500 beds are till 
ready for patients. The patients now 
there exceed tiOO. To move 200 tons 
from Camieres to Boulogne was a task 
Indeed. Two days were given for the 
Job: the Canadian boys, with 50 trac- 
tion engines, did It In eight hours. 
"You should Just have seen them," 
said the elated Colonel. "Beavers, they 
were, just that, without stopping for 1 
meals; they meant to show French and 
British alike what Canadians can do 
in a pinch." Hospital for Indians Is 
one thing; hospital for Canadians and 
Britishers quite another — cooking, 
sleeping, sanitary and other arrange- 
ments are all different of necessity. 
And now that things are getting ship- 
shape it is plain that even Colonel 
Birkett will have h'ere a hospital to 
he proud of, with its spacious wards 
and bath-houses, its operating theatre, 
dental room— how great a part tooth- 
care plays In modern warfare — X-ray 
department < wp would, If we were al- 
lowed, reproduce Captain Plrfe's X- 
ray study of the unmalled fist of Gen- 
eral Kam Hughes), and the other ac- 
companiments of medicine and sur- 
gery, after the Irreproachable McGill 
manner. But It Is not all medicine 
and surgery at McGill Hospital. We 
had placed in our hands the new Is- 
sue of 'The McGilliken.' It speaks of 
many mental and sporting activi- 
ties."

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night, foot by foot, we pushed th 
trucks laden with wounded. It was ! 
hard work, and we were four weary I 
men at eight o'clock, when relieved by ] 
the same party we relieved in the 
morning. We walked back to our dug- 
out, where we had stew, cocoa, and 
bread and dropped! off into fitful 
sleep. 

Between Two Fires. 

"At the usual hour we were awak- 
ened. For three days and for three 
nights we rested at the dug-out. Last 
night we were ordered back to head- 
quarters, just as the lines of our in- 
fantry were entering the trenches. The 
shelling was fierce, as the Germans 
were trying to get at them. One of 
Fritz's shells burst into an ammuni- 
tion dump besides the road, a hundred 
yards ahead of us. The glare and ex- 
plosions were awful! Here we were 
with German shrapnel behind us and 
our own bursting ammunition on front 
of us. We scurried in all directions. 
Some back to the dug-outs, others re- 
solved to push past the inferno and on 
lo headquarters. Cliff braved the ex- 
plosives find got through in safety, 
rowr.send and I huddled behind a few 
•■'nd bags about four feet high — no 
roiîi We crouched up close and cov- 
ered our faces with our steel helmets. 
For hours those sand bags were our 
nnJy protection against exploding 
bombs, mortars and bullets that went 
-screaming, whizzing by this thousands 
Upon thousands. The roar wa* fright- 
ful. The pieces of shell that pounced 
off the sand bags on 118 were scarcely 
£elt, ns the force was «pont, Gradual- 
ly tue glare became les* and the ipian- 
tlty of «he"s that burst smaller. We 
rnsi to our knees until circulation was 
restored, ti t r. rushed past and reached 
headquarters at half-pist two. '.n the 
morning, "-','e had a cup of hot, lelio- 
lons soup, rolled ourselvcu ,p in our 
hlnuheto, and fell asleep — a nervous 
restless sleep on my part and awoke 
iit breakfast time. I found half my 
k't missing, and what was left strewn 
all oxer the ground. My "Current 
HUttrtv" (X.Y. Times), was missing, 
and I had only read an article or two 
in It. When you get a good magazine 
here you hold on to it for dear life. We 
may be sent up the line again in a day 
or two. Will lAntlif), is here now. 
Hope he has the luck lo come out of 
it safely again, while the tremendous 
und awful bombardment of this great 
battle, with the stream of death and 
dying is terrible, there is one great 
and inspiring note, nevertheless, and 
that Is if death should come, no death 
could be more noble and glorious than 
in the cause of right ami liberty. Our 
bit is to work faithfully and well, what 
else matters! Last night, while out 
there, I wondered what the folks at 
home were doing. Now I must ring 
off." 

PTE. NICHOLS' LETTER. 

Not less interesting Is a letter from 
I'te. L. Howard Nichols, Arts '16, who 
was assistant secretary of the McGtl] 
Y.M.C.A, when lie joined No. 9 Field 
Ambulance. The letter, which deals 
with fighting earlier in the summer, 
reads: 

"In my last letter I gave a mere 
outline of what J had been doing the 
first week of this month, a never-to- 
be-forgotten experience it will be, too. 
Since then 1 have been up forward 
helping to carry the wounded to the 
ambulances over long stretches of 
field and some trenches. Although 
very near to the front we are In a re- 
markably safe position in a long line 
of dug-outs, which are excavated in 
a steep bank nnd facing directly away 
from where the shells come. We are 
not very far back from where we 
worked a month or more ago, hut that 
is all blown to smithereens now, and Is 
a very awful plnce, with shell holes 
covering every yard of ground. But 
here, while we see the boys going in 
and out, and are within sound of ev- 
erything, yet It seems nt times more 
like a rest camp miles back from the 
front. 

"Of course you have read glowlnR 
accounts of our wonderful attacks of 
a week ago, when our boys complete- 
ly retook what had been lost, and with 
very few casualties. Hp to that time 
shelling was very severe, and our own 
butteries made a tremendous music 
battering In the German lines, but 
since this counter-attack it has been 
much quieter, and with so little for us 
to do that 1 will be glad to move down 
the line to-morrow Just to get away 
from the monotony. 

"Kver since I wrote the last time It 
has been exceedingly cold and wet, 
and the trenches were every bit as 
bad as in mid-winter, so that our men 
suffered very much, but are conse- 
quently deserving of even greater 
credit If that were possible. They 
would come In here wet from head to 
foot, and caked wtlh mud so com- 
pletely that their features were com- 
pletely unrecognizable. The weather 
has Improved now, and our men are 
having a well-meTlted rest, so every- 
thing Is much belter. I do not feel 
like, going in for description of the 
many stirring things that have gone 
on in which I have taken part, as It 
might give you a wrong Impression, 
but 1 will keep them In mind for a 
day that Is coming when I will tell you 
for rnyself. The third battle is over, 
and will everlastingly redound to our 
credit. It is impossible for me to 
mention all those brave boys who have, 
gone or are wounded. This side of 
things we cannot let our minds dwell 
upon, for It makes ub too fearful of 
the strength of those at home, and 
how they will bear up, especially since 
we are powerless to help. It Is the 
great goodness of Nature, however, 
that great situations create great 
qualities In those who have to experi- 
ence them, and for another thing our 
minds nnd feelings become sufficient- 
ly numbed and arcustomed to enable 
us to cast off that which would inter- 
fere with our doing our best work. 

Superb Inspiration. 

"As I have mentioned many times 
before, the inspiration of the superh 
spirit of our men is sufficient for over- 
Coming every trinl. 

"Nowadays the fierce and changing 
thunderclaps of our guns is a lullaby 
for us to sleep by, and we look on Ger- 
man shells as we would snowballs In 
a snow battle, giving them a wider 
range naturally, but there Is no such 
thing as fear for them unless one 
should be actually in the trenches, and 
I unless one is actually blown up by 
the force of an explosion. This life 
strengthens rather than weakens the 
nerves. Without any honstlng what- 
ever, but merely to réassure you, I 
may say that I have suffered not at 
all from mind. The most difficult po- 



sitions find one the most collected. I 
am speaking for infantrymen now, 
since they have things a thousand 
times worse than we. and have more 
than physical strength can put up 
with. You will notice that I speak 
Bomewhat philosophically and analy- 
tically, since I wish to show you that 
the feelings of a person not on the 
battlefield, but who is conversant with 
what is going on there are quite dif- 
ferent and far keener than those of :. 
person actually there. So be nut tilled 
with concern for us. 

"As before, it is a grand work to as- 
sist the wounded ,and kindness is 
never thrown away; often one is aide 
to reassure and comfort in a wonderful 
way. As a unit we have suffered no 
serious casualties, and have done prob- 
ably better work than any similar unit 
which has been not quite so fortunate, 
so we have much to be thankful for. I 
understand the Colonel is much pleas- 
ed. Dr. Tees has been up here with 
us lately, and you will be amused at 
how stout he has become; if he start- 
ed rolling there would be no telling 
when he would finish up. 

"Very soon now we will be far away 
in France for quite a while, and all the 
past few weeks will seem like a dream. 

"I have seen Germans and spent 
some time among the wounded pris- 
oners here in an old barn a few days 
ago. We do not feel any animosity 
towards the ordinary German private, 
and we have amongst things of op- 
posite significance, deeds of kindness 
which they have done to our wounded, 
to set down to their credit. They are 
amazed at our kind treatment of them, 
and only too glad to be in our hands. 
I was present when a poor little Ger- 
man boy gave up the struggle the 
other morning. He could not have 
been more than sixteen, and he was 
very badly wounded. His head was 
round and close' cropped, nnd his 
clothes seemed to have been blown 
off. His face was honest, and he was 
brave and calm In spite of pain. He 
could ask for water ln.'tngllsh of a 
kind, and while he was not' supposed 
to drink I could not refuse him a lit- 
tle.- He was most grateful by his 
looks. An English chaplain happened 
along just at the last moment, und 
while he could not speak German he, 
by a suggestion from me, was able to 
give the first few lines of Luther's 
hymn In German. "A Mighty Strong- 
hold," etc. The poor little chap ap- 
preciated what he meant all right, and 
was soon out of our ken. A stretcher 
bearer of theirs, unwounded, was look- 
ing after them and seemed very cap- 
able und decent. He had helped many 
of our own men up in the lines. 

"All the news and Information und 
evidences we see all point to only one 
result, and we may look to it early, I 
think, and certainly it is a universal 
prayer."
